The idea of medical service 
similar to that offered in America 
being brought to Palestine, said 
Miss Szold, had inspired the 
women who had joined forces and 
worked long and hard in order to 
bring this project to fruition.

A HADASSAH HOSPITAL con- 
voy, consisting of 10 vchicles tak- 
ing physicians, nurses, patients, 
Hebrew University staff and 
supplies to Mount Scopus, came 
under a fierce seven-hour Arab at- 
tack as it passed through the 
Sheikh Jarrah Quarter of 
Jerusalem shortly before 10 
o'clock yesterday morning. 

The Jewish casualties were 78 
killed and 20 wounded. All the 
dead, including Dr. Haim Yassky, 
Director of the Hadassah Medical 
Organization, were in the convoy, . 
some of whose vehicles were 
clearly marked with the insignia 
of the Magen David Adom, or Red 
Shield Society. 

The convoy left the Beit Israel 
Quarter after being told by Police 
that the road was clear. 

As the lead vehicle approached 
a point on Mount Scopus near 
Karm el Mufti (the Mufti's 
House), normally occupied by 
Mrs. George Antonius, but now 
serving as a military post, 2 mine 
was electrically detonated near a 
crater, caused by,another mine 
that exploded under a Hospital 
vehicle several weeks ago. 

The lead vehicle negotiated the 
crater, but the two behind it were 
Immobilized. Six other cars were 
able to return to the city safely. 
The driver of one, though shot in 
the face, brought his passengers 
to safety.

LESS THAN FOUR months after

But work began on two 
buildings almost at once. The

Another urgent requirement, 
particularly after the Six Day 
War, was for some kind of hostel 
hiusing American youngsters on 
youth programmes in Israel. 
Through its youth movement, 
Hashachar (‘The Dawn) ,Hadassah 
provides for thousands of young 
American Jews between the ages 
of nine and 26. The Hadassah- 
Hiklis Youth Centro on Mount 
Scopus, in the other part of the 
former Nurses’ Building, also 
finished In 1970, enables 120 
youngsters to stay in Isracl for 
various periods.

IN JUNE 1967, as National Presi- 
dent of Hadassah, I went to 
Jerusalem with Mrs. Siegfried 
Kramarsky, the Hadassah 
Medical Organization Chairman, 
to take possession once more of 
our hospital on Mount Scopus. It 
came almost ag a six-year birth- 
4day gift, for it was in June 1961 
that the Hadassah Medical Centre 
at Ein Karem was opened, 

I will never forget the weed- 
4schoked paths, the desolate 
buildings, the atmosphere of 
waste and loneliness. 

In true Zionist spirit, Hadassah 
vowed to return its Mount Scopus 
hospital to its former glory. We 
chose to cherish the old rather 
than destroy. But hospital 
buildings do not rise overnight 
and it takes many years of work, 
countless meetings and vast sums 
of money to rebuild, to re-equip 
and to add twice as much as the 
former space. Most of all it took 
faith and determination. 

The original buildings designed 
by the late Eric Mendelsohn were 
magnificent and functional at the 
time, but there had been a 
medical revolution since 1939. The 
improvements and additional 
buildings by Yaacov Rechter have 
created a modern medical com- 


WHEN HADASSAH descended 
from Mount Scopus after the War 
of Independence in 1948, the silent 
vow was made that some day we 
would return. Even as we built 
and then occupied our great 
medical facility in Ein Karem in 
1961, -we knew that the brave peo- 
ple of Israel would one day 
retrieve the Mountain — and it 
was done in 1967.
